Tho trial of Mr, Brown, one of tho lenders 
in tho rising at Harper's Forry, has been 
brought to a close, Tho jury found him 
guilty of treason and murder, and ho is 
ordered {o bo linngod on the 2nd of Docem- 
ber, When asked what ho bad to urge 
whi sentence of death should not be passed, 
he is reported to havo said :— 

“T have, may it plense the Court, a few 
words to say, In tho firet place, I deny 
ovoryghing but what I have all a'ong ad- 
titted of a design on my partof free slaves 
T intended certainly to hive made a clan

TUE GREAT BALLOON. 


The New York Commercial of Monday 
says that Prof. T. 8, C. Lowe commenced: 
that morning to inflate his great balloon, 
“The City of New York,” and the Reser- 
voir grounds, where the process is going on, 
were opened for exhibition. Everything is 
upon the ground, and the curious can now 
see the machine with all its appurtenances, 
The Professor feels sanguine of success, 
but his visitors entertain, various opinions 
thereon, The balloon pot having much 
gus in that morning, did uot show its pro- 
digious proportions to great advantage, but 
enough was to be seen to give the visitor 
an idea of what it was intended to be. The 
metallic life boat was brought up this morn- 
ing, and attracted much attention. It is 
nothing more than an ordinary boat of 
Francia’s pattern, baving a small shaft in 
the bow on which to attach the propelier, 

The caloric engine is already fired up and 
pufling away vigorously. This is intended 
to operate the propelicr. Tho lime stove is 
an object of great curiosity. ‘This is no- 
thing more than an ordinary tip kettle 
having another kettle about half as deep, 
fitting inside, Into this small kettle is fit- 
ted another about half as small, and the 
whole is covered close. The cotfee is placed 
in the first or largest kettle ; the lime in the 
next smallest and the potatoes or whatever 
is to bo baked is to be putin tho amallest 
kettle, The heat is then produced by the 
slaking of the lime and the cooking process 
gors on admirably, Apples can be baked 
in two minutes and coffee served up hot all 
the time.

POPERY IN LOWER CANADA, 


Tho Roman Catholics in Lower Canada 
Are very numerous, and they are increasing 
rapidly in number and influence. By last 
census, 1851, they numbered 890,261, and 
Protestants and others only 143,395. Large 
churches have been lately, or are being, erect- 
ed in every town and city. Although in 
Montreal there is the gigantic Cathedral, 
St, Patrick’s, (another very large church,) 
and six others, yet a Church is about to be 
built which will greatly outdo all the others 
in size and splendour ; being an imitation 
of the great St. Peter's at Rome, ‘There is 
no lack of money, a8 the Romanists must 
give to their Church, whether they are wil- 
ling or not ; besides the property belonging 
to them in Lower Canada is of immense 
valne, The greater part of the !and on which 
Montreal is built, belongs, or did belong, to 
them.
